AND NOW, this_day of_, 2018, upon consideration of Class 

Member Andrew Stewart’s Motion to Require Claims Administrator to Pay 
Remaining Amount of Monetary Award and any responses thereto, it is hereby 
ORDERED that the motion is GRANTED. 

1. Within five (5) days of the date of this Order, Mr. Stewart’s counsel 
shall submit to the Claims Administrator a statement of attorneys’ fees incurred in 
opposing RD Legal’s stay motion in this Court and the Court of Appeals for the

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2. The Claims Administrator shall, within fifteen (15) days of the date of 
this Order, tender to RD Legal a rescission amount of $253,120, less the attorneys’ 
fees incurred hy Mr. Stewart in opposing RD Legal’s stay motion, in return for RD 
Legal’s complete waiver of its claims against Mr. Stewart. If RD Legal rejects the 
tender, the Claims Administrator should immediately pay to Mr. Stewart the 
$343,120.53 currently being withheld from Mr. Stewart’s Monetary Award.
